WASHINGTON—Social Security 
tax deductions will be taken out of 
the January pay of everyone in 
uniform, the Army pointed out this 
week, and the method used is 
tricky enough so that misunder- 
standings are bound to arise. 

Enlisted men aren't effected. 
They'll have the same deduction 
made from their pay for 12 months.

The total maximum amount that 
can be deducted is $94.50. But this 
is not spread. over 12 months at

the rest uf the year. 

All this is described. in 
with tables—in DA Circular 606-21.

No 
dediction would be made during 
the last six months of the year.

PEPPERRELL AFB, Nfld. — 
Another first was marked up for 
the Transportation Corps recently 
when the BARC made the first 
landings en a beach in the Arctic | 
by a craft of its type. 

The BARC and her crew, un- 
der command of 1st Lt. Robert A. 
White, Fort Story, Va., took part 
in tests at Sondrestrom, Greenland, 
and Saglek Bay, Labrador, last 
month to investigate the. practic- 
ability of using the specially-de- 
signed eargo handling craft for fu- 
ture operations at Arctic locations. 

The BARC is designed to receive 
cargo from ships in midstream, 
transport to the beach, and over 
the beach to-_receiving peints.

24th DivArty, became alert 
to the hazards of heavy sleeping one evening in 1951 when 





a hap in the Taegu train station 
resulted in am unscheduled trip 
from his relatively safe post in the 
south to a hotly contested area 
north of the 38th parallel, where 
he earned the probable distinction 
of being the only member of the 
Air Force to win the Combat In- 
fantryman Badge. 

At the time of the incident, 
Murphy was stationed with the 
6127th Air Terminal Grp. A 
pétroleiim storage specialist, he 
often worked day and night with- 
out a break,

ONE DAY in June; 1951, after | 
20 hours without sleep, Murphy 
determined to take advantage of 
a day off with a visit to nearby 
Taegu. He.spent a pleasant after. 
noon in the town, but toward even- 
ing the heavy-lidded Murphy de- 
cided to call it quits and head back 
to the airstrip. 

He got as far as the Taegu train 
station when a sudden thunder 
storm forced him to take shelter 
in the station. 

While waiting for the rain to 
let up, Murphy stretched out on a 
bench and promptly fell asleep. 

Seon after, a train bound for 
Seoul, carrying American troops _ 
destined for the frontlines, | 
reared to a stop at the station. | 
Two. Korean trainmasters, spet- | 
ting the unconscious Murphy, | 
teek it for granted that he was | 
waiting for the train. 

When attempts to arouse the air- | 
man failed, the trainmen carried 
Murphy onto the train and left | 
him dozing peacefully in a seat.

HALF WAY to Seoul, Murphy | 
woke up. Unable to make heads | 
or tails of the situation, the be- | 
muddled Murphy caught the atten- 
tion of 2 trooper seated across 





the aisle and asked, “Where are 
we headed, buddy?”

taking Murphy’s query fer a 
peor :ttempt at humour, replied 
crosslv, “Up -frent — way up 
front ” 

Murphy sat back .and tried to 
think of a way out of his predica- 
ment. He didn’t know how he had 
gotten there, but he realized that, 
clothed in fati ‘as he was, no 
one could tell difference be- 
tween the other troopers and him- 
self.

Strong Tug 
Frees Stuck

GOOSE BAY, Labrador.—When 
a zipper gets stuck, sometimes all 
it takes to get it back in its proper 
channel again is a good strong 
tug. 

At least, that’s been the story 
twice here this summer. 

The “Zipper” in this case is a 
Canadian motor vessel which has 
run aground twice in the past 
three months. Each time it has 
been rescued by “a good strong 
tug,” the U.S. Army Large Tug 
1952. 

The LT 1952’s most recent 
rescue mission took place Oct, 23. 


About noon, the harbormaster of | th 


Detachment 2, Transportation Ter- 
minal Command (NEAC) (7278), 
which operates the port for the 
air base here, received a distress 
message from the “Zipper”. The 
motor vessel, which had cleared 
port the previous evening headed 
for the open sea, had run aground 
near Rabbit Island, about seven 
miles from the port area. 

Within 15 minutes, the LT 1952 
and a J-boat were headed for the 
grounded ship. CWO Joseph A. 
Richards, chief mate of the LT 
1952, took soundings around the 
“Zipper” to determine where the 
tug could best attempt a tow, and 
transferred a towing line to the 
vessel. 

The line secured, CWO. Andre 
Feher, master of the. LT - 1952, 


directed the operation of inching’ 


the “Zipper” from its hazardous 
resting place back into the’ main 
channel.

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Preparing for 1957 


y ken Armed Service committees remain pretty much intact 
following the elections. The experience and knowledge 

gained by the members during their long years of committee 

service will be retained. : 

Returning members, therefore, should be familiar with 
most problems the Pentagon will ask them to correct via new 
laws. early next year. 

Many of the major items Defense wants passed are 
repeatersideas Congress failed to indorse in past years. 
Included are substandard housing rental relief, Academy- 
ROTC cadet longevity pay, nurses’ career incentives, GI edu- 
cation benefits for reenlistees, revision of Academy appoint- 
ments, a uniform ration, and military justice code revisions. 

Except for the code revisions, there would seem nothing 
unusually complicated about this line-up that should delay 
passage—assuming the lawmakers look favorably on the 
items. ; 

The same goes for the “secondary measures” in Defense’s 
1957 legislative “package.” By and large they do not appear 
complex. Most are repeaters; if individual members have 
forgotten the details the committees’ highly competent profes- 
sional staffs have not. 

Action early in the next session should be the goal on 
such secondary (but important) items as interservice officer 
transfer authority, relief for various “overpays,” and a 
uniform allowance for enlisted men appointed as. Regular 
warrant officers. 

Defense, to our knowledge, has not yet asked Congress 
to permit retiring enlisted men to count non-active duty time 
in their retired pay multiplier. Officers enjoy this benefit; 
early action is urged for enlisted men. 

With the elections over, the Defense Department should 
accelerate clearance of its 1957 military legislative package. 
Draft proposals should be in the hands of lawmakers when 
the new session starts Jan. 8. 

This “get ’em there early” practice would indicate that 
Defense stands foursquare behind its proposals. It prevents 
Congress from saying, in effect, “Look, you didn’t recommend 
these measures until the session was half over. How do we 
know you’re really anxious to see them passed?” 

? Early transmittal facilitates congressional committee 
planning. This too is important, for hearing schedules can 
be arranged in advance and maintained. 

Desirable as it would be, hope for early action on what 
may prove the most important planks of the 1957 package is 
not in the cards at this time. This is legislation to spring 
from recommendations of Defense’s Cordiner committee 
such things as revised enlisted pay-grade structure, in-grade 
step increases, remote duty pay, more pay for top military 
leaders, etc. 


Congress will look long_and hard at these ideas. They 
will not act quickly, if at all, on such a revolutionary change 
as revising the enlisted grade structure, 

Therefore, it would seem essential that the Cordiner 
proposals clear promptly through the executive agencies for 
early dispatch to the Hill. 

But the word is, there are delays, that Cordiner’s Nov. 
30 report to the Defense Secretary (on what is required to 
attract needed. career personnel) will not contain specific 
draft legislation. 

Perhaps this delay is inevitable, due to the complexity 
and the controversial nature of the problems the Cordiner 
group is attacking..

MOP for Officers 


FORT RUCKER, Ala.: The Comp- 
troller General’s recent ruling 
awarding MOP to certain Reserve 
officers seems to me to be dis- 
criminatory. 

I’m in a category with many 
other AUS and ORC warrant offi- 
cers who cannot receive a muster- 
ing out payment under the Veter- 
ans Readjustment Assistance Act 
of 1952 because we were discharged 
to accept appointments as war- 
rant officers in the AUS or ORC. 
I will not be entitled to payment 
until discharged from the service. 

I am a career soldier and intend 
to remain in the Army until re- 
tired. But evidently an appoint- 
ment as an AUS or ORC on active 
duty is not regarded as a com- 
ponent of the Regular Army. 

In all justice, I feel that we too 
should be favorably considered to 
receive payment now. After all, 
we are former enlisted men and 
we did receive honorable dis- 
charges.

I have understood your informa- 
tion on the problems of the Army’s 
nursing service, with the present 
aid to nursing students and the 
Cordiner committee plans on nurs- 
ing education, some “outsiders” 
and some Army nurses will be 
helped. But enlisted Regulars will 
not benefit unless they quit, go in- 
to the Reserve or the Guard, enter 
college and get-a BS degree in 
nursing. Thus the Army’s own re- 
sources will remain forgotten. 

At present, there are in the 
Army a good number of “clinical 
technicians,” or CTs, practical or 
vocational nurses, who would be 
willing to reenlist if they were 
given an opportunity to become 
professionals in their field (in 
which both the services and the 
nation will be short in any emer- 
gency,) and who have demon- 
strated ability to assimilate ad- 
vanced training, and to carry a tre

mendous schedule of study and 
work. 

This core of CTs, this “hidden 
resource,” may well be a new 
source of professional nurses for 
their own advancement and the 
benefit of the Army. Let us see 
how it can be done. 

1. The Army may start a pilot 
program with CTs, Regular Army 
enlisted men or women, with no 
less than five years’ service, not 
older than 39: 

2..These volunteers will be 
trained in any college or institu- 
tion now participating in the study 
initiated by the National League 
for Nursing and begun at the In- 
stitute..of Research and Training 
of Columbia. University’s Teach- 
ers College. They will have a mini- 
mum of four years remaining on 
their present tour, be allowed to 
reenlist for a minimum ‘of five 
years, or sign an agreement to re- 
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Loe coe tarts.

enlist for five more years after 
their present tour expires. 

3. CTs will have served at least 
18 months as such, and have had a 
continuous record of “excellent” 
since graduation. 


4. Pay, allowances and tuition 
will be furnished by the Army; 
after the six-month probationary 
period CTs will be advanced at . 
least one pay grade to a maximum 
of master sergeant, and upon 
graduation, depending on age, 
length of service and plan followed 
(either Associate Degree, or Bach- 
elor’s Degree,) they will be com- 
missioned first or second lieuten- 
ant in the Reserve — and allowed 
to serve for the remainder of their 
tour, but for not less than three 
years. 


Although the participants will be 
volunteers who have shown their 
interest in the Army, and their wil- 
lingness to adjust and be trained, 
the program may have some pro- 
visions to’ discourage the quitter. 
Here are the suggested “teeth:” 

1. Unsuccessful participants will 
be required to serve the length of 
the tour for which they signed, 
but will not be bound by the pro- 
vision to reenlist after their present 
tour. 

2. They will be required to reim- 
burse the Army the full amount 
of tuition spent until the date of 
quitting, or separation from the 
program, except in cases of se- 
vere emergencies. 

3. If promotion had occurred, 
demotion to the grade held before 
will occur on the date of separation 
from the program. 

‘4. Certain academic and non- 
academic minima must be met to 
remain in the program. Voluntary 
quitting will not be permitted, and 
the record of the person separated 
from the program will state the 
reasons for separation. 

5. During the summer recess, 
the participants will be required to 
serve at the nearest Army hospital 
on TDY, not PCS, or allowed to 


take leave to the maximum author- 


ized by regulations; all,other re 
cesses, except the legal holidays,

But these new grades are not 


the only changes in pay structure | 


that the committee is considering, 
and will probably adopt. 

Longevity pay as it is now fig- 
ured would-cease to exist. In its 
place, within each grade there 
would be provision for raises based 
on length of time in that grade. 

* > + = 

PROMOTION to the next grade 
would mean a salary increase but 
also it would mean dropping the 
raises for service. . 

Suppose, -for example, that the 
basic pay for master sergeant (or 
CPO) is set at $350 a month. Every 
other year the man remains in pay 
grade E-7, he gets a $7. a month 
raise. This continues’ for 10 years 
until he réaches the top pay for 
E-7 of $385:a. month... 

Minimum pay for the next grade, 
E-8, would be-perhaps $400 a 
month. This is more than he could 
possibly receive in grade E-7. There 

. would be no requirement that he 
have any length of service to 
qualify him for this atiount, ex- 
cept for whatever prometion regu- 
lations. and criteria the services 
may set up. 

Under today’s pay scales, an E-7 
with more than eight years’ serv- 
ice ($253.50) draws less money 
than an E-6 with over 16 years’ 
service ($257.40). Or-an E-6 with 
over four but less. than six years’ 
service draws the same pay as an 
E4 with over 12 but less than 14 
years’ service. 

This could never happen. under 
the new pay scale. 

+ + . 

LIKEWISE, the new scale re- 
jects the idea that officers’ pay 
must be higher than enlisted pay. 
NCOs in the new top two grades 
would draw more money than offi- 
cers in the bottom two grades. 

All of these pay changes would 
carry over to retirement, under 
present thinking. But this is a 
wide open area and final conclu- 
sions on retired pay haven't been: 
reached. 

Unofficial reports are that a 
series of recommendations on pay 
will be presented to the Secretary 
of Defense by the Cordiner Com- 
mittee “before December 1.” 

Result would probably be a 
single legislative item, not the 
bundle of bills that some reports 
have hinted at. ~ 

The Cordiner Committee may 
make recommendations which will 
result in two or three separate 
legislative proposals. At present, 
it appears that basic changes in 
two or three laws rather than a 
raft of new bills will result frum 
their ideas.

6. During the training program, 
some service will be required to 
be performed in an Army hospital. 

-Let us see now what everybody 
gains by this program. 

The Army gets some well-train- 
ed, willing nurses, who know serv- 
ice life well, and are not bound 
to quit after their first tour. Fail- 
ures will be few and far between 
since the provisions of the program 
are stiff, and care is going to be 
given by commanders and’ candi- 
dates alike before starting an indi- 
vidual on a rigorous ‘schedule as 
the one outlined; and éven while 
the trainees are in school, the Army 
will receive some service from 
them. 

The nursing service will gain on 
three levels of training, the corps- 
man, the vocational nurse, and the 
student - professional nurse, and 
with them the first well-structured 
career program in the medical 
service yielding yearly benefits.

Buttons Needed 


EUROPE: In reference to your 
recent article on “punch-card as- 
signments”—there are many flaws 

to be worked out before it will 
fit the Army in wartime. 

For instance, in your article it

Having been sent to Europe and as- 
signed by this system, I’m hoping 
that someone will take notice and 
add a few more buttons to this 
great machine which is saving time 
and money, . 

There should be some way of in- 
dicating the physical condition of 
replacements to be sure they’re 
capable of serving in a combat 
unit. For, once reaching that unit, 
whether your profile is permanent 
or-temporary, the unit has no way 
of correcting that fault. 

Proper supplies should be issued 
Stateside for field soldiering, with 
weapons being issued when arriv- 
ing at the area of conflict: Rather 
than use the primary MOS, use the 
duty MOS wuich the individual re- 
placement is working under. 

Units should know in advance 
when replacements are to arrive, 
so they will not be shuttled all over 
the area before reaching parent or: 
ganization. Replacements of non- 
coms should be of like units, for a 
green noncom on the battlefield 
causes casualties. 

With all due respects to IBM, it 
is possible to have replacements 
in their units 72 hours after leav- 
ing the states if the move is co- 
ordinated between headquarters 
and lower units, instead of US- 
AREUR assignment teams and US- 
AREUR Command... 

During the conflict in Korea, it 
took. two days to complete your 
processing at Sasebo, Japan. Now 
you have to complete it after reach- 
ing the unit — after using up three 
days merely getting to your unit 
after reaching the command!

Unhelpful Medicare 


FORT BRAGG, N.C.: In 1953 I 
predicted that the medicare. bill 
(as explained thoroughly in your 
issues of November 10 and 17) 
would eventually be a triumph for 
the AMA, but would be lacking 
in all aspects of proper care for 
the dependents of career cervice- 


men.

This bill is. the direct result of 
AMA lobbying since War II. And 
it fails in the incentive purpose for 
which it was designed.

The Need Is for Men 
— Not Individuals. - }

oceurs to me that I've been about as wrong asa man can be ‘for ' 
the past five years. about what a man can be on the battlefield, In 
this I’ve been aided and abetted by some of the Army’s best minds. 











The thesis we’ve used is simple. 
One man is the pattern for all 
larger units in the Army as far 
as function is concerned. He can 
do, on a small scale, all that larger 
units are called on to do. 

The thesis is partly true. 
ignores. time, 

Since there are more elements 
of action in the attack than in the 
defense, until time for the counter- 
attack, let’s limit ourselves in this 
discussion to the attack. 

The jobs are: 

@ To find the enemy. 

@ To fix him. 

@ To destroy him. 

@ To take the objective. 

These jobs are done by: 

@® Scouting to discover him or 
sending out a decoy to draw his 
fire. 

@ Bringing to bear accurate fire 
which both pins him down and 
marks the position (a sniper’s job). 

@ Laying masses of fire on him, 
using, both direct (automatic or 
semiautomatic fire) and indirect 
fire. For one man, the grenade 
and’ the rifle grenade answer this 
requirement.

@ Assaulting the position, there-| 


by completing the enemy’s destruc- 
tion and occupying the objective. 
% ca a 


IN THE IDEAL ATTACK, find- 
ing and fixing the enemy follow on 
each other so closely that it is al- 

if most impossible for one man to 

do both jobs. This is particularly 
true if one man has had to go out 
to draw fire in order for the enemy 
to be discovered. 

If a man fixes the enemy by ac- 
curate, long-range fire, he is hard- 
ly in a position to get close enough 
at the same time to bring grenade 
fire to bear on him. 

While the firing element is try- 
ing to destroy the enemy, he can- 
not also be maneuvering to assault 
the enemy position, even by using 
“marching fire.” Nor, in the nor- 
mal course of events, can the man 
who fixes the enemy be the 
maneuver element. To be really 
effective he should remain where 
he can keep the enemy position in 
view and direct the action of fire 
and maneuver. 

~ * ial 
BECAUSE of this time element, 
this fact that a man can do only 
one job at a time and must follow 
that with another, one single man 
on the battlefield is seldom an ef- 
fective force. 
The conclusion is-simply that it 
takes a team to be effective. 
What the size of this team should 
be, how it should be armed and 
equipped, what its training should 
include, are questions that are un- 
der study now and will be so long 
as men fight on the ground. 
Though the above states what 
may seem obvious, it is frequently 
forgotten. 
‘ ae 7 ° ¥ 
THE ARMY has made much of 
the fact that its primary concern 
is with men. It has said publicly 
through its leaders that the Army’s 
concern, unlike that of the other 
services, is the individual. 

If this is really true, the Army 
is wrong. 

No -less than the Air Force or 
the Navy, the Army’s primary con- 
cern is with a “weapons system.” 
This Weapons system is a team of 
men and their arms. 

And because thé most important 
elements of the weapons system 
are the men in it, thé Army’s prob- 
lem is fat more difficult than the 
Air Force’s or the Navy's, where 

; machines can be given the job of 
Fe directing mgchines to a target. 
~ 


MEN BUILD MACHINES and 


But men seldom understand them- 
selves. The “sciences” of psychol- 
ogy and sociology are far from ex- 
act sciences, simply because they 
are concerned with that most com- 
plex subject—man and the rela- 
tions between men. 

The Navy has recognized this. 
Sueh large boats as self-propelled 
barges and other harbor craft are 
frequently captained by enlisted 
men, Officers in the Navy com- 
mand men, who operate machines. 

The Air Force denies this. It 
insists that it requires officers to 
operate its complex flying ma- 
chines. Many an Air Force pilot 
becomes a lieutenant colonel with- 
out ever having had to command, 


ON THE ATOMIC battlefield, 

the leader of the Army’s smallest 
effective weapons system, call it 
squad, team, or crew, will have 
more men and more complex prob- 
lems and more command responsi- 
bility and more tactical decisions 
than a B-52 pilot will face on any 
mission. 
That’s the problem. Solutions 
exist. Trouble is, solutions have 
got to be sold—to Defense, to Con- 
gress, to the general public. And 
that’s the real problem.

Kilmer Readied for Refugees 


. CAMP KILMER, N. J. —Some 800 caref ully sereened soldiers from throughout the 
First Army area were preparing this week to open up Camp Kilmer for the use of 5000 









The refugees are being admitted 
to the U.S..under a special order 
issued by President Eisenhower. 
They are expected to stay at Kil- 
mer until they are absorbed into the 
American community. 

There was a lot of work for the 
soldiers, Kilmer has been closed 
for the past 17 months, and knee- 
high grass had to be chopped down. 
More than 60 one-story barracks 
have to.be scrubbed down, aired 
and furnished for the incoming 
families. Lights, heat and other 
utilities -had to be turned on. 

The first families were expected 
to arrive by air at McGuire AFB, 
N.J., this week. Americans in 
Europe have been working over- 
time, making security and health 
checks. The United States has an- 
nounced its willingness to accept 
5000 refugees from the recent 


seores of other specialists have 
been departing in droves to join 
other military units at Kilmer. The 
Dix “re’.ef” Army has been put on 
special orders for three months to 
assist Projeet Mercy. 

Members of the Dix (WAC) Det. 
and some half dozen language inter- 
preters. from Dix units also left 
for Camp Kilmer. The Wacs, which 
included in their group five medi- 
cal. technicians, were augmented 



















by a number of special service hos- 
tesses and enlisted men who will 
aid in seiting up recreational facili- 
ties, such as libraries and reading 
rooms for the refugees.

Cochran, then filled by a bulldozer 
whose 16-foot blade. pushed large 
piles of snow into the dark voids.

Army War College Marks 55th 
Year as Senior Service School 


CARLISLE BARRACKS, 
Pa.—In Pennsylvania’s Cum- 
berland Valley, almost mid- 
way between Philadelphia 
and Pittsburgh, lies one of the 
oldest military posts in the 
United States, Carlisle Bar- 
racks, the home of the Army’s 
senior educational institution, 
the Army War College. 


It is here, amidst a college cam- 
pus setting that is steeped in tra- 
dition, that each year 200 selected 
Army, Navy,.Air-Force, Marine 
Corps officers and certain repre- 
sentatives from other government 
agencies study national strategy. 

Founded 55 years ago, on Nov. 
27, 1901, by Elihu Root, Secretary 
of War in President McKinley’s 
Cabinet, the mission of the college 
is to prepare selected officers for 
duty as staff officers and command- 
ers at the highest levels. Although 
located at Carlisle Barracks since 
1951, the college has operated con- 





tinuously since its founding, ex- 
cept for the war years.

ORIGINALLY located at 20 Jack- 
son Place in Washington, D. C., the 
college moved to 22 Jackson Place 
in 1902 and it was here that the 
first annual session opened on Nov. 
1, 1904. In June of 1907, the Army 
War College moved to Washington 
Barracks (now Fort Leslie J. Me- 
Nair) and remained there . until 
War I when classes were sus- 
pended. 


Reopening its doors in 1918, the | 


post-graduate: educational institu- 

tion’s classes continued until 1940. 

The first post-War II class opened 

at Fort Leavenworth, Kans., in 

August 1950.

Autos: Out-state car tags of ‘ser- 
vicemen are honored while they 
are valid in their home states. 
Their out state drivers licenses are 
honored also but the state says 
they must get Nebraska licenses 
after 30 days of continuous resi- 
dence. Wives of servicemen are 
also subject to the 30 day limit. 
Licenses are $2.00 for two years 
($1.50 per year for 16 to 20 year 
olds) and tags are $8.00. No coun- 
ties require tags. There is no state- 
wide inspection or insurance re- 
quirement. But Omaha has a 
wheel tax and requires a city in- 
spection. 

Trailers: Trailers need not be 
licensed if parked and used as resi- 
dences. If they are hayled within 
the state, however, they must have 
tags ($10.00 per year) but there 
are no special insurance require- 
ments. Trailers hauled through 
the state need not have Nebraska 
plates is they are properly licensed 
in other states and meet ICC regu- 
lations. The state does require per- 
mits for trailer combinations cof 
more than 50 feet (permits for com- 
binations up to 60 feet can be ob- 
tained on entry, those for bigger 
outfits must be obtained from the 
Roads Department at Lincoln.) 

Game Laws: Game laws allow 
servicemen based in Nebraska to 
hunt and fish on resident licenses 
on proof of military status and as- 
signment.

FORT BRAGG, N. C.—The 759th 
FA Bn. was merked off the Army’s 
active rolls here Nov. 15, a victim 
of the drive for greater mobility 
in the atomic age. 

The 759th was armed with the 

extremely accurate but cumber- 
some 240mm howitzer, which 
weighed nearly 30 tons. 
_ “The old 240 served its purpose 
well,’ seid Brig. Gen. Robert N. 
Tyson, commanding general of the 
XVIII Abn. Corps Artillery. “But 
the bulkiness of its equipment is 
not adaptable to the air age, znd 
it must join the weapons in the 
arsenal of the past.” 

The 240 is not the largest con- 
ventional artillery piece currently 
in service. The 280mm gun is 
much heavier, but is highly mobile 
and can be employed in less time 
than the 240.

Satan’s Angel IlI—or “MSgt. 
Bode” to his friends—came_ to 
mind. Huth remembered his little 
cocker spaniel’s jumping days with 
the 82d, -and how honors and cita- 
tions had been heaped on him dur- 
ing the peak of his airborne career. 
. Sgt. Bode has a distinguished air- 
borne record, he thought, and may- 
be his chute would go well in the 
museum. 

In 1949, fresh out of jump school, 
Sgt. Bode became one of the most 
noted dogs of the canine kingdom.

‘Never Forgets a Face,’ 


Finds Home at Fort Bragg

FORT BRAGG, N. C. — Though 
he couldn’t speak a word of Eng- 
lish, a little Japanese boy “who 
never forgets a face” found him- 
self an American home. 

He did it in 1954 when he was 
three years old and homeless. 

His wonderings in Tokyo led him 
to a train station where a Catholic 
nun from an orphanage saw him. 
She went to help him. In his pocket, 
she found a piece of paper with 
his name “Hyrouku Watatanabe.” 
The nun took the little lost boy to 
the orphanage.

MEANWHILE, the non-commis- 
sioned officers’ wives of Camp 
Zama, Japan, were making visits 


to the Japanese orphanages. One of 


the women, Mrs. Florence Stamm, 
saw little Hyrouku at the orphan- 


age. 

She couldn’t forget him and she 
told her husband, MSgt. Hugh L. 
Stamm, head of Camp Zama’s ath- 
letic program and the post’s foot- 
ball and baseball teams, about the 
orphan boy. 

A few days later the couple went 


‘to see the little boy. 


“He grabbed me around the neck 
and wouldn’t let loose so IT went 


_and got the papers and took him 


home, said Sgt. Stamm, now line 
coach of XVIII Airborne Corps Ar- 
tillery. 

“With the help of officers and 
the post chaplain, we were able 
to take the boy home in about ten 
days,” he said. “Normally the 
process would take about six 
months while the orphanage inves- 
tigated the background of the 
prospective parents.” 

Tliree- months later the adoption 
papers were filed and in 10 days 
Mr. and Mrs. Stamm were the par- 
ents of Hyrouku, renamed Michael 
Hugh. He is their only child. 

“All ‘court-action and necessary 
papers:cost me 1500 yen, or about 
$4.25,” Sgt. Stamm said. 

During ‘the three months. from 





his arrival in the Stamm home till 
the final adoption action was com- 
pleted, Mike gained nine pounds 
and grew six inches. His new home 
agreed with him. 

He became the mascot of his 
father’s football team and before 
long Mike became everybody’s 
friend. “He gets acquainted easy 
and once he meets you he nevers 
forgets you,” his father said. 

Mike had some pretty impressive 
teachers too: Two of them on the 
football team were Art Hunter, All- 
American tackle at Notre Dame 
and Mike Tackas, an All-American 


at Ohio State. When the baseball 


season came around Ralph Beard, 
a three-time All-American basket- 
ball choice at Kentucky, who play- 
ed for Coach Stamm’s baseball 
club, carried on the tutoring. 

Soon everybody on the post knew 
Mike and how he found his new 
home. He would be all over the 
stadium _ during a game, his father 
said. 

His fame spread and a represen- 
tative of a large sporting - good 
company heard about Mike. He told 
the company about Mike and the 
rapid strides he was making and 
sent him a football uniform: 

Mike became a real asset to the 
club. “One day; before a big game 
with a strong Navy team, headed 
by All-American Benny Flowers at 
Purdue and now ‘playing for the 
Baltimore Colts, our boys were 
pretty tense,” the coach stated. 

“I talked to them, trying to re- 
lieve the tension, but it didn’t do 
any good,” he said. 

“Mike was out on the playing 
field at. the time. I went out and 
brought him in, hoping he might 
be able to do something. He came 
into the quiet dressing room, look- 
ed around and then walked up to 
Hunter and Tackas and, innocently 
and proudly asked, “You play foot- 
ball?” 

Everybody laughed. The tension 
was broken and the team went out 
and won, 20-6.

... .\WASHINGTON.—Army information officers expecting to find their “Magna Carta” in 
AR. 616-140, the new regulation setting up.an information officer career, may be very dis- 


appointed. 

As — out yet 5 on 
Guy 8. Meloy; y ief of In- 
formation, the fo’ «Poa mark a 
long. step forward in previding 
some sort of. career for officers 
in Army information assignments 
— yet the fact remains that it is 
only a.step. 

This field is one in which Re- 
serve officers are found primarily, 
although more and more Regular 
officers are coming into it. 

One drawback to the new regu- 
lation is that the officers must 

i lly be relieved of infor- 
mation duty assignment and go to 
their ‘service school. While it is 
desirable’ that all officers be 
branch-qualified, many of the of- 
ficers now on information duty 
assignment believe that they, can 
be sent to a service school with- 
out being relieved from their as- 


signments. 
Another situation. making it 
tough is this: the Reserve Officers 


Personnel Act — at least until 
July 1, 1960 — calls for the relief 
from active duty of Reserve of- 
ficers when they attain age 55 if 
below the grade of colonel. The 
Army has added its own operating 
policy to this, to the effect that 





if the Reserve officer cannot com- 
plete 20 years of service by the 
time he is 55, he will be relieved 
from active duty on expiration of 
his present category. 

This is losing the Army some 
of its best qualified information of- 
ficers. All were professionally 
trained before coming into _ the 
‘Army. Before. 1952, when ROPA 
became law, y had planned -to 
stay on active duty until they 
were 60 years of age. 

There is considérable feeling 
among these Reserve officers that 
Congress did not take their status 
into consideration when the age of 
55 was placed in the law: nor did 
the Army when it promulgated its 
policy of relieving Reserve officers 
who could not make 24 years of 
AD before age 55. 

These officers hold that’ the 
policy should have excluded Re- 
serve officers on duty before the 
enactment of ROPA.

Handbook Indicates What

FORT BROOKE, P.R. — Side- 
lights on soldiering 60 years ago 
are revealed in a small volume, 
Soldiers’ Handbook, U.S.A., which 
every Army man once carried with 
him. MSgt. Paul Bannister of the 
Information Office, Antilles Hgs., 
recently found stashed away in the 
attic of his family home the copy 
of the handbook .issued. to hi 
uncle, PFC James L, Lackey, who 
served in the 3d. Battery, Field 
Artillery, in Cuba: 

The book, prepared by the Ad- 
jutant General of. the Army in 
1895,. contains. extracts from the 
Army Regulations, Articles of 
War, direction on first aid, and a 
record of all articles of clothing 
issued to the handbook’s owner.

Gettysburg Battle 


HEY MET AT GETTYSBURG, by Lt. Gen. Edward J. Stackpole. 
Eagle Books, Harirsburg, Pa. 342 pages. $4.95.

It took a brave man to stand up 
to the three days of slaughter at 
Gettysburg. Pa., on July 1-3, 1863. 

Now there have been so many 
books written about that crucial 
battle that it takes almost as brave 
a man to even attempt to write an- 
other book on that subject. His- 
torians have plowed this field. so 
often there is hardly a unit bigger 
than a squad, in either the Federal 
er Confederate armies of that 
time, that can’t be accounted for 
at -any given hour during that 
whole battle. 

However, Gen. Stackpole a na- 
tive Pennsylvanian who has lived 
only 47 miles from that battlefield 
most of his life, when he was not 
off helping America fight much 
later battles, has written a new 
book. And a very good one, about 
Gettysburg. 

Certainly an account of the 
bloody actions on those three his- 
toric days is in the book, but the 
unusual tack this author takes is 
to deal primarily with the per- 
sonalities of the principal actors 
in this gory drama rather than al- 
low himself to become too deeply 
enmeshed in the minute tactics or 

















to indulge himself in too many 
second-guesses, or even to air his 
obvious Northern sympathies. 

It is wll too easy, 93 years after 
Gettysburg, to think of Generals 
George Gordon Meade, Robert E. 
Lee, James (Old Pete) Longstreet, 
George Pickett, JEB Stuart, Win- 
field Scott Hancock, A. P. Hill, and 
other major commanders on this 
field as just old soldiers with a 
face full of flaring whiskers. Ac- 
tually, only two of these men 
(Meade and Lee) were over the 
half-century mark. Many of them 


were in their thirties and several 


were in their late twenties. 

Obviously, the junior officers 
were much younger and the men in 
the ranks of both armies were, for 
the most part, really boys. On the 
Confederate side 14, 15, and 16 
years olds were so common as to 
attract little attention. The average 
age in the Gray ranks would have 
been less than 21. The age of the 
Union soldier would have run a 
few months older, but not much. 

In thig well-written book, which 
Gen. Stackpole must have research- 
ed for years, the personalities of 
these men stand right out. He has 
put verve and youth back into the 
men on both sides at Gettysburg 
in some of the smoothest writing 
I have read on this battle which, 
like General Stackpole, I have 

since childhood.

GIVE PULSE RATES FOR 
ALL AGES 

Do you have trouble taking a 
person’s pulse? Many. are not able 
te find the artery in the wrist 
which nurses and doctors find se 

quickly. 

The patient should be sitting or 
lying down. The arm should be 
stretched out towards you with the 
palm upward. Place your fingers 
{not your thumb) on the side of 
the wrist just above the patient's 
thumb. 

If you can’t find the wrist pulse 
then put your fingers on the pa- 
tient’s face just in front of the 
upper part of the ear. Usually, 
the pulse can be found there 
quickly. 

The normal pulse varies from 
66 to 88 times a minute. In man the 
average is 72; in women, 75 to 80. 
Count the pulse one full minute 
watching the second hand of a 
watch or clock. 

In children these are the average 
rates: 

Ist year: 115 to 130 

2nd yéar: 100 te 115 

7th year: 85 te 90 

14th year: 80 to 85 

In old age the pulse becomes 
slower reaching only 60 or less.

A MAJOR objective of thee con- 
vention was to set up machinery 
to establish an educational fund 
for children of Medal of Honor 
recipients and especially for chil- 
dren of those awarded the medal 
posthumously. 

Richard W. O’Neill, executive di- 
rector of the Society and ‘a Medal 
of Honor winner in War I, empha- 
sized that the group “. . . has no 
axes to grind — political, legisla- 
tive or otherwise. As recipients of 
our country’s Medal of Honor, we 
do not consider ourselves as en- 
titled to a status any different from 
that of other soldiers, sailors, 
Marines or airmen. 

“Rather, our Society takes the 
position that by the fortunes of 
war on theshuman side and the 
sufferance of God on the spiritual 
side, we were chosen as shield 
bearers for the only real heroes

This is important 
because it leaves the buying pub- 
lic in ‘shape to keep up installment 
purchases in 1957, 

Naturally the threat of extended 
abnormal conditions in Europe 
would have its effect but it might 
tend to reduce some of the com- 
petition this country now has in 
South America. Germany, France 
and Italy heve been stealing our 
markets and “getting a firm foot- 
hold in the Latin American coun- 
tries by establishing factories 
there. And some of the European 
nations to which we extended loans 
and other assistance are now grant- 
ing huge loans and credits in 
South end Central America.

oo Air Force has ruled out the carrying of first flight 


and airmail covers on Air Force aircraft. 


The decision 


is a sharp blow to collectors in this rapidly growing category. 


The AF view is outlined in a new 
regulation sent to units this*week. 
The explanation given is that all 
requests must be refused because 
of the possibility of classified in- 
*formation getting into the wrong 
hands. The reg adds “the possibil- 
ity of sabotage from incendiary 
envelopes cannot be completely 
discounted.” 

Any officer or airmen receiving 
a request for first flight service is 
instructed to notify his commander. 
The commander then writes the 
collector concerned and tells him 
of Air Force policy. Any letters 
seeming to come from other than 
stamp collectors are to be referred 
to the OSI for further investiga- 
tion. 

The regulation says that such 
investigations in the past have 
shown nothing more than an avid 
interest in their hobby on the part 
of the senders.
